A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Paul 
Lambalot on Tuesday April 29 at 7:00 pm. Also present 
were Selectman Ray Andrews, Selectman Barry Denham, 
and Administrative Assistant Melanie Pacheco. 

After approving the minutes of the April 17 
meeting, the board met with Water / Sewer Superinten- 
dent William T. Nicholson, who presented the board with 
an opportunity to apply for a grant that would enable the 
town to correct some of the drainage concerns in town, 
particularly in the Church Street and North Street areas,

The board voted in favor of executing the grant 
application. 

Next on the agenda, the board met with SRPEDD 
representative Mark Estes. Mr. Estes thanked the board 
for his appointment, and was eager to offer his assistance 
in regards to any issues the board members may have for 
him in relation to SRPEDD matters. 

Selectman Denham suggested that Mr. Estes 
investigate the implementation of a Conservation Agent, 
as well as the utilization of a fee structure, as part of a 
Conservation Regulation, which the town currently does 
not have. The fee structure would be in part, to offset the 
cost of a Conservation Agent. Selectman Denham also 
requested that Mr. Estes look into the possibilities of 
conservation inspections. 

Selectman Andrews requested that Mr. Estes 
looks into the specifics of a part-time Town Planner, 
which the town will be voting for at the Annual Town 
Meeting. In addition, Selectman Andrews was interested 
in the potential for acquiring grant monies for sewering 
the Industrial Park area. 

The board has one meeting scheduled for the 
week, and that is with the Elementary School Building 
Committee on May 2 at 5:00 pm. Selectman Andrews 
noted that the construction is two months ahead of 
schedule.

O'Keefe said. The reason for this is because different 
towns have different uses for the system, and that it is up 
to the individual towns to determine precisely how the I- 
Net system will be utilized. 

Ms. O'Keefe said that she is happy to discuss any 
issue and answer any question, but that these matters are 
"outside the area of transfer" hearings. 

Mr. White was interested in knowing what the 
technical expertise from the new company would consist 
of, explaining that he was under the impression that this 
hearing was in part to answer such questions. 

Ms. O'Keefe offered to become an intermediary to 
offer assistance in the future. 

Selectman Andrews also raised the issue of cable 
programming, as well as the costs for such programming. 
Noting that the entire middle tier has been eliminated 
from the cable options menu, Selectman Andrews ques- 
tioned why subscribers couldn't order channels a-la carte. 

Ms. O'Keefe, noting that programming and rates 
can't be discussed during contact renewal meetings, did 
say that if such an a-la carte menu were available, indi- 
vidual channels would invariably cost more that the 
current groups of channels offered now. The complicated 
billing system would certainly add to an increase in costs, 
as well, if an a-la carte menu were implemented. 

Selectman Andrews asked what the ramifications 
would be if the board did not sign the transfer agreement.

gency Medical Services (EMS) sent a letter recommending 
the appointment of a Director. Chairman Bryant, however, 
advised they will be changing the procedure for appoint- 
ing an EMS Director. 

"First, we're going to need (Everett Eaton's) 
resignation as current (Chairman)/ 7 he said. "Because it's 
one of the three emergency service arms, I think the Board 
of Selectmen should interview the people (interested) in 
the position.

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock then discussed the ramifica- 
tions of the recent Proposition 21/2 override which failed 
at the April 26 Election. She explained that Proposition 2 
1/2 allows the town to set limits in the amount of revenue 
collected via taxes. 

"Before Town Meeting our estimate (of needed 
revenue) was $225,000," Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said.

sumption that we may need to cut some costs. How 
would we approach that? One is, (we) can either cut costs 
by doing across-the-boards ... or you can do targeted cost 
cuts. The other is, what is the opportunity? In a $14 
million budget, $6 million is stuff we couldn't touch if we 
wanted to — debt on the books, contractual obligations — 
and $8 million is all the other stuff, some of which you 
wouldn't want to touch either. Of that $8 million, Sippican 
School is half of it, or $4 million/ 7 

Since the town is bound to the ORR School 
budget under their regional obligations with the other 
two towns, it can't cut corners there, either. 

"As we get clearer on what we want to do, the 
Sippican School Committee needs to know where we're 
going sooner than the rest of town government, " Mr. 
Hayes said. 

"We need to let people know, (by the) drop-dead 
(date of) June 15," said Marion School Committee Chair- 
man Susan Grosart. "By June 1 we should notify people if 
they will be laid off."

and $170,000 at Town Meeting/ 7 Mr. Hayes added. "In 
addition to that, we picked up $70,000 of Free Cash (from 
School Committee savings). The FinCom feels very good 
about taking that $70,000 and applying it to our (short- 
fall). We've kept a slight Free Cash cushion ... (so) that 
brings us to about $100,000 which we'll deal with by 
either increasing revenue or eliminating costs. I'd say 
we've got about a month here to deal with this problem." 

The board agreed to meet on Thursday, May 16 at 
7:00 pm with members of the School Committees, FinCom 
and any other department heads to discuss ways to 
streamline the budget to make up the estimated $100,000 
shortfall. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Discussed plans to cap and close the town's 
former landfill. "The landfill was never put through the 
formal capping process by the state," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said. "We did a preliminary letter of intent, but 
put off further action on it. The next step would be a 
public meeting ... I will be calling East Coast Engineering 
to see where they are." 

"The capping of the landfill does not affect the 
current operation of the Transfer Station," cautioned 
former Selectman Albert Winters. "(But) there might be 
some rearranging necessary ... (on Benson Brook Road)." 

• Discussed plans for the May 14 anniversary 
celebration of the town's official incorporation 150 years 
ago, which will include officials from Mattapoisett and 
Rochester in period dress and readings of the Acts of 
Incorporation establishing the Town of Marion. The 
Marion Selectmen agreed to wear hats and patriotic ties 
for the occasion.

"This afternoon, we had a meeting at the Police 
Station/ 7 Ms. Borges said.

I welcome it over 
there — I feel it is the appropriate place for this function. 
(Regarding) the prepay detail, I think the concept is good. 
I 7 m going to suggest that you suspend the prepay policy 
for perhaps a few months so we can get a handle on this. 77 

But the board was reluctant to suspend the 
prepay option, since they felt it was stipulated in the 
town's contract with the Police Brotherhood and it was 
often necessary to avoid having to chase vendors down 
for payment. 

"I would not have a problem trying to suspend it, 
provided it's not in the (police) contract/ 7 Chairman Ryan 
said. 

"We chased (a vendor) for months, that's why we 
put the prepay (policy) in there/ 7 Selectman Parker added. 

"It was a major problem and it meant that Roch- 
ester taxpayers were subsidizing police detail work/ 7 
Chairman Ryan said. "We were without that money for 
two years and we never earned a penny (in interest) on 
it. 77 

"I like the prepay (option)/ 7 Selectman Nunes 
agreed. "The whole idea of prepay is to guarantee pay- 
ment and not have to chase people around. 77 

"The next point (is) how the funds will be col- 
lected, now that (Ms. Borges) is not administering it

anymore/ 7 Chief Przybylek said. "I would not want to see 
them have to go to (Police Department Secretary) Suzanne 
(Maksy), because she's only a part-time employee/ 7 

Chairman Ryan suggested prepay third-party 
detail vendors simply pick up a form at the Police Station, 
fill it out, and then return it to Town Hall with payment. 

"(In) the matter of the administrative fee, the 
town is losing a lot of revenue/ 7 Chief Przybylek added. 
"Most towns in the Commonwealth charge 10 percent 
(administrative fees). 77 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
change the administrative fees for third-party police detail 
work to 10 percent of the total amount due. 

Chief Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien said she had no 
problem with assisting to schedule prepaid third-party 
police details, as long as it didn't detract from their 
normal duties. 

"I just ask that you're open to changing the 
process if it becomes a burden (on the dispatchers)/ 7 Ms. 
O'Brien said. "It sounds like to me, if someone is going in 
to get a detail the night before, we are going to have to fill 
that detail during our busiest time of the day. By the time 
the person gets to (Town Hall) to prepay, whoever is on is 
going to be under the gun to get (the detail) filled. I'm 
looking for the easiest process possible. Details (can be) a 
distraction to (dispatchers)." 

To alleviate this, Chairman Ryan suggested Chief 
Przybylek send a letter to those who commonly hire 
third-party police details and apprise them of the re- 
vamped policies and procedures. "I think we need to send 
a letter out to all vendors who (commonly use) police 
details, telling them the procedure and what the rates will 
be," she said. "We can accommodate the occasional ones, 
they just have to get into the habit of following the 
process."

"I think we're just trying to eliminate confusion, 
because right now we have some people coming in and 
they're angry (with the process)/ 7 Chief Przybylek said. 
"There is a problem with a lot of people who line up 
(detail) work early in the morning. It's not common for 
people to (prepay) and they're not expecting it." 

"I think what you have to try and do is educate 
the vendors," Chairman Ryan said. "On the day before 
they should know: either they're going to need (police 
detail) or they're not going to need one." 

Chief Przybylek next discussed his department's 
overtime budget. He said there was $16,687 remaining in 
the police budget to cover overtime salaries and wages.

end of the fiscal year. 

"There are a lot of funds available to cover the 
shortfall/ 7 Chief Przybylek said. "I'm going to recom- 
mend the board approve an article to transfer $7,000 from 
Expenses (previously allocated for the PAMET computer 
system) to Salaries / Wages ... and transfer $5,000 from 
available funds into Salaries /Wages. We've paid PAMET 
(and) I don't expect we're going to need to reach into that 
account." 

"I'm concerned about overtime being an issue 
next year and the year after," Selectman Nunes said. "You 
have five Reserve Officers, they're yours and you have to 
use them." 

At 7:50 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz to discuss the status the stone crushing 
plant proposed by Sippican Realty Trust on land previ- 
ously known as the Striar property. Mr. Kunz said a 
hearing has been held on this project, but it has garnered 
very little residential input to date. 

"Sooner or later, regardless of the decision, there 
will be townspeople in here asking what happened," Mr. 
Kunz said. "The site plan that we're working on predates 
the one (presented) at a Special Town Meeting earlier this 
year. We did advertise that once. That meeting will 
continue on May 14. The developer is suggesting he won't 
have any more trucks on the road than Mr. Striar did a 
year ago. I simply wanted to bring to your attention that 
this is ongoing."

David Home, Tabor Music Instructor, composed 
and orchestrated the score with additional music pro- 
vided by a team of collaborators in the Washington, D.C. 
area. Tabor Academy faculty, students and parents figured 
prominently in the orchestrated portions of the score. 

The day after school ended in June of 1999, 
several members of the " greater Tabor family " gathered 
on the stage of Hoyt Hall under the baton of Mr. Home 
and became the Tabor Academy Sinfonica Musica.

Tequila S

YTu Mama Tambien. Starring Maribel Verdu, Gael Garcia 
Bernal, and Diego Luna. Directed by Alfonso Cuaron. 
Running time: 105 minutes. No MPAA rating (no one 
under 18 permitted). At Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

In the sex comedy Y Tu Mama Tambien, which dominated the 
Mexican box office last year, two teenage boys facing the dusk of 
their high-school lives find themselves on a road trip with an 
attractive older woman. One of the boys, Julio (Gael Garcia 
Bernal), comes from a much humbler background than the other, 
Tenoch (Diego Luna), whose family is ostentatiously wealthy; yet 
they have a lot in common, starting with a teenager's devotion to 
raunchiness. With each other, they brag about what they do in 
bed with their girlfriends; the reality, as we see it in the film's 
opening minutes, is a bit more flailing and abrupt. Their travelling 
companion is Luisa Cortes (Maribel Verdu), the wife of a pompous 
and pathetic writer. Perhaps close to thirty, she's missed out on a 
lot of fun. For her own reasons, she takes the boys up on their offer 
to tag along for a weekend ride to a beach. 

Y Tu Mama Tambien is a return to roots by the Mexican 
director Alfonso Cuaron, who came to America in the '90s to 
direct such neo-classical eye candy as A Little Princess and Great 
Expectations. The new movie is considerably franker and rougher- 
edged; the MPAA, in its infinitesimal wisdom, refused to let the 
film slide with an R rating, thus depriving the American Julios 
and Tenoches in the audience of seeing a truthful but warmly 
composed reflection of themselves. As with all movies the MPAA 
apparently considers too explicit, Y Tu Mama Tambien is not too 
explicit — merely honest and unblinking. The sex scenes are 
generally played more for frantic comedy than for eroticism, 
which of course makes them more erotic. 

Julio and Tenoch throw a bunch of junk into Julio's borrowed 
car and scoop up Luisa at her antiseptic apartment. Something 
about the noisy squalor of the car, and the noisy enthusiasm of the 
boys, seems to unlock Luisa; something else does, too. Before the 
trip, we see her sitting in a doctor's waiting room, and though I 
won't reveal why, you can probably guess why; doctors are never 
mentioned in movies unless the very fact of them portends 
something grim. In any event, during the course of the journey, 
Luisa — whose husband has called her with the drunken, sobbing 




news that he's just cheated on her — singles out the boys for 
sexual play, first Tenoch in her motel room, then Julio in the back 
seat of his car, then both at once at the end of a tequila-flavored 
night. 

Many articles have bundled Y Tu Mama Tambien together 
with2000's ferocious triptych of love, Amores Perros, partly because 
of the angle that there's something new and exciting going on in 
Latino cinema, partly because both films share an actor, the 
amiable and soulful Gael Garcia Bernal. I don't think Y Tu Mama 
Tambien is nearly as richly textured or as provocative as Amores 
Perros, but the comparison is bankrupt anyway; Y Tu Mama 
Tambien is to Amores Perros as, say, American Pie is to Pulp Fiction 
— both fine entertainments, but one generally seeks only to 
amuse, whereas the other is a fuller, denser package. 

At times, Y Tu Mama Tambien tries to be deeper than it needs 
to be. At regular intervals, a narrator interrupts the proceedings 
to inform us in dispassionate voiceover about facts and events 
irrelevant to the action. The irrelevance says "art"; it's a comment 
on mundane life marching on around the realized sex fantasy of 
the boys (and of the woman). And Luisa' s character arc is a little 
too "Seize the day" for my taste; the revelation of her secret 
shames and humbles the boys, who were only out for a fun 
getaway. Foreign films (the overpraised Amelie is another recent 
example) are threatening to become as glibly life-affirming as any 
American Chicken Soup for the Soul fable financed by Miramax in 
search of Oscars. Still, Y Tu Mama Tambien offers a shot of wise, 
freshly etched character comedy in a time when it's desperately 
needed. Once again, a foreign director shows Hollywood what 
Hollywood should always be doing but has presumably forgotten 
how.

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Number Crunching

There's an old saying that the only sure things in 
life are death and taxes. Well, given the current eco- 
nomic climate in Massachusetts and the race for rev- 
enue in the tri-town area, it would seem residents in 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester may have to 
choose between one or the other. 

In a rare, unprecedented alignment of circum- 
stances — the ongoing need for facility expansion and 
infrastructure upgrades in the tri-towns, a sharp in- 
crease in population, and a narrowing in the pipe- 
line of usually-steady funding from the state — 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester are finding it 
increasingly more difficult to resolve balanced oper- 
ating budgets for fiscal year 2003. And there doesn't 
appear to be any light at the end of the proverbial 
tunnel in the near future, either. 

For the first time ever, Marion voters were asked 
last week to approve a Proposition 21/2 override to 
help balance the town's $14.1 million FY2003 bud- 
get. Although Town Meeting sanctioned the move, 
the override was rejected at the ballot box, 719 to 658, 
thereby forcing members of the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) and town officials to make up the $215,000 
shortfall which they had hoped would be covered 
via tax revenue. At press time, the FinCom was plan- 
ning to meet with the Board of Selectmen on Tues- 
day night to discuss other options to the rejected over- 
ride. 

As if on cue, members of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee sent out a bulk mail "Open Letter to the 
Taxpayers of the Town of Mattapoisett" this week 
explaining what voters could expect on the May 20 
Annual Town Meeting warrant and offering dire pro- 
jections over the next five years given the lack of state 
support and the town's expected expenses, both 
present and future. Based on the current tax rate of 
$15.84 per $1,000, an average house in Mattapoisett 
valued at $200,000 could expect to see an annual tax 
bill of $3,168 in 2003. By 2007, that bill could jump to 
an anticipated $4,752 — a hefty 50 percent increase. 

"For 2003, (Mattapoisett's) budget is not bal- 



anced," the FinCom letter stated. "It would not be 
unreasonable to assume an override of $400,000. Dif- 
ficult decisions must be made concerning the services 
provided by the town." 

The Mattapoisett FinCom will provide further 
information on the FY2003 budget and also answer 
residents' questions at a Pre-Town Meeting to be held 
at the Knights of Columbus Hall, Route 6 in 
Mattapoisett, on Wednesday, May 8 at 7:00 pm. 

Although the outlook isn't as bleak for Rochester 
residents, FinCom Chairman Michael Costa still ex- 
pressed concern over the reduction in state aid, which 
will mean a shortfall of some $110,000 in the FY2003 
budget. In an effort to counter this, the FinCom is 
expecting to recommend an $11.4 million budget — 
a modest 6.5 percent increase over FY2002. 

"The thing that's really hurting the town, obvi- 
ously, is the reduction in state aid," Mr. Costa said. 
"(Also,) what's happening with health insurance ... 
we're looking at about a 15 percent increase. We'll 
need to use a fair amount of Free Cash to balance the 
budget (and) we've made substantial efforts with the 
schools to keep them to a minimum." 

Although Rochester is in better shape than 
Mattapoisett and Marion this year, that could change 
drastically in the future with a shift in population 
growth or the anticipated need to expand and /or 
renovate the town's Memorial School. "The schools 
drive everything," Mr. Costa said. "For every new 
house that's built — even if there's only one student 
— the town is probably losing $2,000 per year." 

Despite a less-than-promising financial outlook 
for 2003, the volunteer members of the FinComs in 
all three towns are to be applauded for trying to stave 
off the inevitable for so long. It would seem the real 
budget problems facing the area this year can all be 
traced back to Beacon Hill and their increasing 
stranglehold on local aid. And until the Bay Boys re- 
alize there are needs other than the Big Dig — needs 
south of Boston which also need to be met — I fear 
this fiscal doom and gloom will continue.

Any person who holds an Elected Office in the Town of 
Mattapoisett, with more than six months remaining in the term of that office on the 
date of the filing a Recall Affidavit (referred to in Section Two) may be recalled from 
office by the registered voters of Mattapoisett, in the manner herein provided. 

SECTION 2. any one hundred (100) voters of the Town of Mattapoisett 
may file with the Clerk of the Town of Mattapoisett an affidavit containing the name 
of the officer whose recall is being sought, along with a statement of the grounds 
for removal. Said Clerk of said town shall provide to the voters petition blanks 
demanding such a recall, printed forms of which shall be kept available by the 
Town Clerk with his/her said signature and official seal attached thereto. They 
shall be dated, shall be addressed to the Selectmen, and shall contain the names 
of all persons to whom they are issued, the name of the person whose recall is 
sought, the grounds for recall as stated in the affidavit, and shall demand the 
election of a successor in the said office. A copy of the petition shall be entered 
into the record book to be kept in the office of the Town Clerk. 

The recall petition shall be returned and filed in the office of said Clerk 
within fourteen (14) working days following the date upon which said Clerk issued 
such petitions; they shall contain the signatures of at least ten (10) percent of the 
total number of voters on the registration list of said Clerk as of the most recent 
preceding Town Election. The voters signing said petition shall add to their 
signatures the street and number, If any, of their residence and duly recorded on 
the registration list of said Clerk as of the most recent preceding Town Election. 

The Town Clerk within twenty-four (24) hours of receipt shall submit said 
petition to the Registrars of Voters of the Town, and the Registrars shall within five 
(5) working days certify thereon the number of signatures which are names of 
registered voters of the Town. 

SECTION 3. If the recall petition shall be certified by the Registrars as 
containing the sufficient number of voters, the Clerk of the Town of Mattapoisett 
shall submit the same with his/her certificate to the Selectmen within five (5) 
working days and the Selectmen within five (5) working days shall give written 
notice of the receipt of the certificate to the officer sought to be recalled and shall, if 
the officer does not resign within five (5) working days thereafter, order an election 
to be held on a date fixed by them not less than sixty (60) and not more than (90) 
days after the date of the Town Clerk's certificate that a sufficient petition has been 
filed; provided, however, that if any other Town Elections to occur within ninety 
990) days after the date of the certificate the Selectmen shall postpone the holding 
of the Recall Election to the date of such other election. No person shall be subject 
to recall if his/her term of office expires within ninety (90) days of the certificate. If a 
vacancy occurs in said office after the Recall Election has been ordered, the 
election shall nevertheless proceed as provided under this section. 

SECTION 4. No officer whose recall is being sought may be a candidate to 
succeed him/herself at the Recall Election. The nomination of candidates, the 
publication of the warrant for the Recall Election, and the conduct of said election 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of the law relative to elections, unless 
otherwise provided in this act. 

SECTION 5. The incumbent shall continue to perform the duties of his/her 
office until the Recall Election. If not recalled in such election, the incumbent shall 
continue in office for the remainder of his/her unexpired term, subject to recall as 
before, except as provided herein. 

If the incumbent officer is recalled, he/she shall be deemed removed upon 
the qualification of a successor who shall hold office for the remainder of the 
unexpired term; provided, however, that if the successor fails to qualify within five 
95) working days after receiving notification of election, the incumbent 
nevertheless shall thereupon be removed and such office shall remain vacant for 
the remainder of the unexpired term. 

SECTION 6. All ballots used at the Recall Election shall contain the 
following propositions in order indicated: 

FOR THE RECALL OF (NAME OF OFFICER) 

AGAINST THE RECALL OF (NAME OF OFFICER) 
Adjacent to each proposition, there shall be a place for the voter to mark his/her 
vote for either one or the other proposition. 

Following the propositions shall appear the work "CANDIDATES" followed 
by the name of all candidates arranged by alphabetic surname. 

If the majority of the votes cast upon the question recall is in the affirmative, 
the candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be deemed elected. 

If the majority of the votes cast are in the negative, the ballots for candidates 
need not be counted unless incumbent officer has previously resigned from office 
pursuant to Section Three. 

SECTION 7. No recall petition shall be filed against any officer within ninety 
(90) days after he takes office, nor, in the case of an officer subjected to Recall 
Election and not recalled thereby, until at least ninety (90) days after the election at 
which his/her recall was submitted to the voters of the town. 

SECTION 8. No person who has been recalled from office or who has 
resigned from office while recall proceedings were pending against him/her shall 
be appointed to any town office within one (1 ) year after such recall or resignation. 

SECTION 9. This act shall take effect upon its passage.
